Shafter's Army is Marching on 


Its Defenses* 


" CUBANS DOING HEROIC FIGHTING 


ON THE ADVANCE. 


Washington, June 24—Special—Information has been 


received here that the Spaniards have been driven back'from 
the woods about Baiquiri and the last of the .American artil- 
lery is now ashore. 
The march has begun on Santiago. 


Twenty-five dead and wounded Spaniards have been found in 
the positions carried by Shafter's army since landing. 
Not 


an 
Americrn soldier 
has been ki'.Ied. 
The Cubans 


are driving the Spanish army into Santirgo after fierce fight- 
ing in which the Cubans distinguished themselves for bravery. 
There has been almost continuous fighting in the vicinity of 
the doomed city. At no time during the night was there a 
cessation of fighting. The probability of Santiago's surrend- 
er before the Americans begin assault is being discussed. 


Dons Will Not Fight. 


Washington, June 24—Special—The first encounters of 


Shafter's forces with the Spaniards prove the cowardice of 
the race. They have refused to fight in the open, but skulk 
in mountain passes or in ambush. 
They fly to cover at the 


first intimation of danger. Their mode of warfare is similar 
to that of the North American Indian, though licking in the 
dash frequently displayed by those savages. 
It is feared 


that Shafter's troops will not have an opportunity of showing 
their mettle until the dons aie driven to bay. 
They will then 


be compelled to fight or surrender, but is believed they will 
choose the latter. 


Will be Taken by Assault. 


Washington, June 24—Special—The proposal to estab- 


lished a seige of Snntiago finds little favor here or with Gen. 
Shafter or A'dmiral Sampson. 
It is held that the loss of life 


during a protracted seige would be far greater than that in- 
volved in case the city was taken by assault, and the results 
would be less satisfactory because too long delayed. 
It i 


taken for granted, therefore, that the assault will be made, 
and it is probable that the fighting will begin within a few 
hours. 
Shafter's army has already started in the direction 


of Santiago. 


Hobson Is Safe. 


Washington, June 24—Special—The navy department 


this morning received the following from Admiral Sampson: 
' 'Under a flag of trace I learn that Hobson and his men are 
all well and are nsw confined in Santiago twenty-four miles 
from Morro." This leaves Sampson free to bombard the 
Morro'batteries without fear of injuring Hobson and his com- 
panions. 
Naval officers believe the bombardment will occur 


today.

London, June 24--Special—A Madrid telegram says 


official dispatches.from Cuba have created a bad impression. 
People are asking-how the Americans succeeded in landing 
and seizing a position in view of the special preparations to 
repel their advance.

In the advance upon Santiago they have been placed on the 
skirmish line, and it will be their duty to uncover the Span- 
ish position. This done the Americans will attack in forcel 
and by this means the entire Spanish army in that portion of 
he island will be driven into Santiago. Here the combined 
land and naval force will attack, and the result must inevit- 
ably be a triumph for the Americans. 
In the operations 


from first to last it is the intention to make [the Cubans do 
their full share towards earning their freedom. 


Shafter's Program. 


Washington, June 24—Special-It is impossible to state 


when Gen. Shafter will make a foi ward movement upon San- 
tiago 
His course must depend largely upon circumstances. 


It is believed that his force is already sufficiently strong to 
overcome the Spaniards, but of this he must be the final 
judge. 
He may begin his forward march at once, or he may 


wait for reinforcements now on the way. The opinion pre- 
vails here that he will attack the Spaniards before the close 
of the present week, driving all the outposts into Santiago 
and there wait the arrival of reinforcements before makintr 
the final attack.

Santiago Ports Are Weak. 


Kingston, Jamaica, June 24—Special—Cubans arrived 


here unite in saying that the Americans will have less 
diffi- 


culty in reducing the fortifications around Santiago than they 
expect. 
The forts are old, boilt of masonry that is fast 


crumbling away and the guns are antiquated pieces of small 
calibre. 
The only guns of modern pattern .are those taken 


from Cervera's boats in the harbor. These may be used 
against the American fleet when it enters the harbor unless 
the forts shall be attacked from the rear by the army, a prob- 
abte event. 


Juragua Occupied. 


Off Santiago, June 24—Special—The American army 


yesterday made an important advance. Four thousand troops 
marched upon Juragua and occupied the town.. A thousand 
Spaniards evacuated the place, making an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to fire the city. 
No resistance was attempted, though 


a detachment of Cubans had a brush with the retreating 
party. 
Several Cubans were wounded. 


Will Await Attack. 


Baiquiri, June 24—Special—The fall of Santiago within 


ten days is predicted by one of Shafter's .aids. The deduc- 
tion to be drawn from the fighting along the shore is that the 
Spaniards have deteimined to remain in their trenches near 
Santiago and await the attack of Americans. 
The dons so 


far have refused every attempt to draw them out. 


Camara's Fleet Off.
